Two) in Liu, Z., Osteoporosis Study, 1998, Science Press, Beijing, China, page 182. 

Osteoporosis is a systematic and metabolic bone disease caused by various 
factors. The common pathological characteristic of osteoporosis, either primary or 
secondary, is reduction of bone mass in the skeleton, i.e., osteopenia. The reduction of 
the mass of the compact bone (cortical bone) and the spongy bone (cancellous bone) 
occurs at the same time. 

The etiology of osteoporosis is complex, including the abnormality of hormone 
regulations, nutrient factors, physiological factors, and genetic factors, and other 
pharmaceutical factors. . . . 
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
